WASHINGTON, Aug. 81.—Administration officials made the confident 


•redtction this afternoon that the genera} railroad strike will be prevented 
by legislation. This statement came following a very lengthy conference I 
at the capitol between President Wilson and legislative leaders and while 
« general bearing on the presidential legislative program was in progress 
before the senate Interstate commerce committee. 
It was admitted that the situation 


ctlll was extremely acute and that a 
tie-up in getting the leglalatio* 
through might nullify all efforts. 
But when the president left the 
capltol after being there an hour and 
forty minutes he admitted that •pro. 
great toward a settlement' was being 
made. 


"AH that I care to say is that I 


came up here to flnd out what con- 
gress was doing," said the president, 
•and I Had that it is making prog' 


Despite general opposition from 


railroads it seems certain that» 
_ effort Is to be atade to pass 


.bill providing tor mf tight hour 
in railroad operation.. To expe- 


diate its enactaaent it is to be attach- 
«d to the Adamson bill, which al- 
ready has passed the house, adding 
two members to the interstate com- 
merce commission. And, in order to 
nullify the opposition from the pro- 
gressive senators who have alleged 
that the president was attempting to 
"pack" the commission, the original 
biU will be amended if possible, cer- 
tain administration leaders say, so 
that the two members shall be rec- 
ommended, one by the railway broth, 
erhoods and the other by the railway 
executives. This latter amendment, 
it is expected, will be passed by the 
house under a special rule tomorrow. 


After the president returned to the 


White House it was stated that it 
had been agreed that attention 
would be concentrated on the amend- 
ed bill increasing the interstate 
commerce commission. It was stated 
that the president and Secretary 
I*ne would seek a way to incorpor. 
ate in the increase measure the 
eight hour plcn, the plan for the 
commission to investigate the work- 
ings of such a pl»n and the military 
necessity plan which would permit 
the president to take over railroads 
and draft men to operate trains if 
needed tor military 
purposes only. I

In order to get a postponement of 


the strike order should there be dif- 
ficulty encountered in the senate 
whose rules .prevent cloture meth- 
ods, it is the inteniton of the presi- 
dent and democratic leaders to 
pledge passage of the eight hour 
law and insist that the strike be 
called off. 60 far the brotherhood 
chiefs have refused to say whether 
they will do this.

President Garretson of the Order of 
Railway Conductors bad told the 
senate interstate commerce commit- 
tee that he would accept such a law 
as sufficient to warrant his ordering 
the strike called off. 


Such a law would be a "satisfac. 


tory settlement", Garretson declared, 
and, despite the opposition of the 
railway presidents the general belief 
was expressed in official circles that 
congress, will jam it through between 
•ow and Saturday night.
